NEWPORT 
SEWAGE. 


If tho city of Newport, in Rhode Island, 


does not secure a good sewerage system it 
will not be from want of plans proposed 
by eminent authorities. Some of those 
plans we have already mentioned ; another, 
which was proposed to the City Council 
Tuesday night, ie tho device of Professor 
Fisher of Providence. 
Ho thinks that it 


will bo impossible, by means of any of the 
methods previously proposed, to discharge 
tbe sewage of Newport into tho ocean so 
that it will not return to render tho shores 
too foul for bftthing. 
Ho urgoe, therefore, 


that the city establish a "sowago farm" to 
which the contents of tho sewers shall be 
taken. If such a farm is established not far 
above Coddiogtou covo, about throe miles 
from tho I'arailo, ho thinks that the city 
will suffer no iucGnvGcicuco because of 
odors arising from it. 
Tho value of sewage 


ns a fertilizer is not questioned, and if Now- 
port makes tho experiment of its use per- 
haps sha will sot a good example to other 
places. — [N. Y. Evening Post.
